of Manitoba 
Future 


To many the idea of a farm, work- 
ed by electricity, is utopian and mere- 
ly a fantastic dream.

Britain Has Built the Fastest Plane 


New Era in Commercial Flying 
Heralded by Advent of the 


“Bamel” 


The dawn of a new speed era in 
aerial transport is upon us. It has 
been heralded by the production, by 
England, of the fastest aeroplane in 
the world.  Piloted through space at 
212 miles an hour, or just over three 
miles and a half in one minute, the 
Gloucestershire Aircraft Company's 
biplane, Mare 1, or “Bamel,” as she 
is known affectionately, has beaten, 
by a handsome margin, the previous 
speed record held by France. 

The history of this interesting ma- 
chine represents a triumph for British 
aircraft engineering, and dates back 
to last summer, when the “Bamel,” 
having been designed and construct- 
ed in the remarkably short space of 
one month, first made her appearance 
to the public by flying in and winning 
the Aerial Derby at an average speed 
of 163 miles to the hour, The opin- 
ion was hazarded by experts that she 
was the fastest thing existing in the 
way of aircraft, but it was not until 
the end of the year that she was able 
to prove the experts were correct in] 
their surmise, and now she can claim 
definitely to be the proud holder of 
the worlds speed record. 

The man who designed this record- 
breaker is H. P. Folland, whose best- 
known machines are probably , the 
famous 8.B. 6 biplane, large numbers 
of which were used by the Royal Air 
Force in the war. 

The man who steered the machine 
at the phenomenal speed-of 212 miles 
per hour is J. H. James, a pilot of 
great experience, before and during 
the war, and the engine which gave 
the yery necesasry power to propel 
her ig a 450 horsepower Lion. It thus 
will be seen that this truly wonderful 


performance was essentially an all- 
British one,
